Looks Like Wanton 
Murder 


Murphysboro. III., June 20. — While 


preparing to take a nap in an old car­ 


penter shop on the farm of Henry lin- 


lioft. with whom he lived. Thomas J. 


Snyder, aged 93, and at one time a 


prominent resident of the county, was 
assaulted and killed by Allen Dukes, 
a young farm hand. 
Dukes’ claim of 
self-defense is controverted by the Ex­ 
treme age and feebleness of his victim, 
who was also blind. 
No motive is known for the deed. 
The crime was witnessed by two small 


boys who were in the shop at the time.

Paris, June 20. — An international 
conference for the consideration of the 
affairs of Morocco is now practically 
assured as the result of the conversa­ 
tion between Premier 
Bouvier and 
Prince Badolin. the German ambassa­ 
dor, and attention is now directed to 
denning the scope of the conference. 
Details are being rapidly arranged, and 
the officials expect to be able to an­ 
nounce the plans for the conference in 
the course of four or Ave days. 
This 
result, after the severe strain which 
tested the diplomatic resources of both 
governments, bas the effect of reliev­ 
ing the tension, the officials of the for­ 
eign office and the diplomats of the 
German embassy agreeing that an 
amicable adjustment is near at hand.

W hen this is known it 
will bi possible to decide upon a date 
for tile conference. 
The general belief 
is that it will convene about the middle 
cf August. 


N either P a r ty W a n ts an A rm istice . 
Japan will not ask for an armistice, 
Insisting th at the initiative must come 
from Russia. 
The optimistic reports 
cf the last few days receved in 
St. 
Petersburg from the trout have greatly 
■raised tho hopes of the Russians that 
a land a etory is near, and the w ar par­ 
ty is epp.-sed to the sending of a re­ 
quest l r ail arm istice at this time. 
Japan is not at all desirous of a tem ­ 
porary cessation of hostilities, for be­ 
tween now and the beginning of the 
T iny season in August Oyama is ex­ 
pected to accomplish 
great achieve­ 
ments in Manchuria. 
However, after 
the plenipotentiaries have been 
ap­ 
pointed the inform al discussion of an 
armistice will be resumed, and in case 
the president takes the initiative in 
suggt sting a limited truce both bel­ 
ligerents will give the m atter serious 
consideration. 


Many Pities W a n ts th e C o nferen ce. 
During the past few days the presi­ 
dent has received as many as IOO let­ 
ters suggesting various cities in 
the 
country as desirable places for holding 
the conference. 
It can be said that 
the president will not permit him self 
to be drawn into the discussion of this 
subject and the government will not at­ 
tempt to interfere iii any w ay with the 
choice of the conferree** of a place of 
holding their conferences. It is regard­ 
ed as probable that this city will be 
at least the scene of the beginning and 
the ending of the conference, although 
the intervening sessions may be held 
elsewhere.

ttiry element, it is making a concerted 
effort to dissuade the emperor from 
concluding peace. 
Even with the two 
armies already clinching members of 
the war party are filling st. Petersburg 
aud Peterhof with optimistic views, 
and Lieutenant General Linevitch and 
his lieutenants are reinforcing their 
arguments with roseate reports of tile 
strategic situation. 
Many Russian cor­ 
respondents at the front, evidently in­ 
spired from St. Petersburg, are Hood­ 
ing their papers with dispatches in the 
same strain. 
T h e Moioe Yrem ya’s correspondent, 
in his zeal against the conclusion of a 
humiliating peace, points to the haz­ 
ards for the government in disbanding 
an army of half a million men without 
giving them a taste of success, and ex­ 
presses the fear of dangerous conse­ 
quences. 
The 
same, correspondent, 
however, chronicles the fact that the 
rank and tile are indifferent, and con­ 
cludes: 
“If peace can 
be obtained 
without the cession of Russian terri­ 
tory or blood money, then peace by all 
means.’* 
The dispatches from the front say 
that Linevitch has retaken Liaogany- 
wopeng and also Sumiepeheng.

“According to information received 
at headquarters the Japanese are mov­ 
ing northwest from Korea in three col 
limns, which include 50,000 infantry 
and corresponding artillery. These col­

of respect, and even goes so far as to 
arraign the sovereign himself.

trunkeviteh. president of the Moscow 
agricultural society, who 
has 
spent 
many years in exile as the result of 
his liberal views; M. Rodicheff and 
Prince 
Sliakoffskoy, 
known 
as 
the 
“anarchist prince,” were greeted by 
the czar without the slightest evidence 
of imperial displeasure.
